Last week the Bay of Quinte 
Mohawks received a federal 
license to operate what is 
probably the biggest private 
airfield between Toronto and 
Montreal. Officially, the 
airfield has been deemed com- 
mercially viable and its promise 
could be "boundless" says Chief 
William Brant. The facility is 
seen as strategically located for 
commercial, even tourist use. 

The present private licence is 
is for daytime flying only, but 
the Mohawks have received many 
offers for its use as a flying 
field. 

The field may now be used 
by small executive aircraft and 


light private planes. Some of 


its wartime buildings have been 
refurbished to house fire trucks, 
public works equipment and the 
reserve's new police station. | 
A large hangar could also be used 
to provide passenger facilities. 

The Mohawks now will seek 
international customs clearance 
service which may be avail- 
able only 10 miles away- from 
the federal building in Napanee 

The airfield in the future 
could provide a jumping-off 
point for tourists and sportsmen 
seeking Quinte-district hunting 
and fishing.

Reserve’s Police 
Cannot Be Armed 


The Bay of Quinte Mohawk 
Council learned last Wednesday 
night that its full-time police 
force is barred from carrying 


firearms because of a govern- 
mental quandry - the Reserve 
is under federal jurisdiction, 
while permission to carry fire- 
arms comes under the provin- 
cially - controlled administrat- 
ion of justice. Provincial 
authorities have refused to 
permit sidearms for the two- 
man force, because, according 
to the province, they are 
by-law enforcement officers, 
not eligible for firearms.

COMMON VARIETIES ADD 
COLOUR TO YOUR WINTER 
GARDEN” 


Winter gardens can seem 
pretty dull and drab after the 
bright, clourful displays of 
flowers and leaves that we 
enjoy in the summer. But there 
are many common plants avail- 
able that are colourful during 
both winter and summer, says 
Burke McNeill, horticulturist 
with the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food.

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KEEP YOUR VALENTINE ROSES 
BLOOMING BEAUTIFULLY 


Roses are a traditional gift 
on Valentine's Day. They ore 
carefully tended by greenhouse 
growers and florists, who make 
certain that growing and stor- 
age conditions are just right. 

Many months of careful 
feeding, watering and disease 
and insect control inside the 
greenhouse are a prerequisite 
for fine cut roses, notes John 
Hughes, horticultural specialist, 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food. The timing of cutting 
is crucial to quality os well. 

Once cut, the roses are 
placed in a solution of water 
and flower preservative and 
stored in a cooler at about 35 
degrees. Before shipping to 
florists, they are graded for 
quality and length. 

Recipients on roses on Val- 
entines's Day should cut an 
inch or two off the stems and 


place them at once in a vase of 
fresh water. A small amount of 
flower preservative should be 
added to the water to supply 
them with necessary food and to 
stimulate full bloom development. 
One or more blooms may 
droop or develop a bent neck. 
To correct this, recut the stem 
under warm water, Otherwise, 
keep your bouquet of roses in 
a cool location.

Civilization.... 

We tend to think of 
pollution - air contamination, 
degraded water quality and 
waste disposal problems - 
as products of the industrial 
revolution. 

Are they really the price 
we pay for technological 
advance? 

Are they really the result 
of a modern society based in 
conspicuous consumption ? 

| wonder. 

Last year an autopsy was 
performed on an Egyptian 
mummy. Directing the oper- 
ation at the Smithsonian 
Institute in Washington was 
Dr. T. Aidan Cockburn. The 
subject was a 35 year old 
man when he died 2,600 
years ago. 

The autopsy showed 
premature hardening of the 
arteries and varicose veins. 
In addition, carbon deposits 
were found in the lung tis- 
sues; These could only be 
attributed to a lifetime spent 
in homes without chimneys, 
lit and heated by smoky oil 
lamps. 

Another mummy the team 
examined touched off a storm 
of scientific debate on a 
non-environmental issue. 

They found cotton swabbing 
inside the wrapping, and at 
that time, cotton was only 
known to exist in India and 
Central America. The earli- 
est cotton found in Western 
culture previously was from 
a Roman grave in 200A.D. 
The basic argument was 
whether the cotton was cul- 


tivated in Egypt or imported 
from India. 


However, when they 
started the actual autopsy, 
they found that the man had 
suffered from silicosis. This 
is a disease that has been 
found among cola miners who 
inhale rock dust for long 
periods of time. 
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In the case of the Egyptian 
mummy, Dr. Cockburn attrib 
uted the lung disease to the 
inhalation of sand. Ina 
desert community there must 
have been a recurring problem 
with what we now call sus- 
pended particulate matter as 
a natural matter of course. 

Maybe we should be con- 
sidering pollution as something 
other than the result of too 
much development and indust- 
rialization too soon.
